Short Wave’ Howls. - 


A Seaham reader who has made 
up the short wave unit states he is 
troubled with “howls and hand 
“ when , coupling up his 
recelver. We asked for information 
regarding the type of valve used and 
detaila of the set. In reply a letter 


informs us that two Cossor valves | 


and a Marcont power valve are used 


with a Ferranti transformer in the | 


first stage, and an Ericsson in ‘the 
last stage. We are sorry. ‘to point 
out that the valve details do- not 
help, for the reason that. the first 
named firm market at least 24 differ- 
ent types, and to be of any assist- 
ance-the exact type, such as 210 
H.F., should be given. As it hap- 
pens the information in this case 
fas not very important, for the fact 
that, our good friend. is using 
two L.F. transformers immediately 
gives the clue to hig trouble. In the 
article describing ‘the construction 
of the Short Wave Unit (“Weekly 
Telegraph,” March 24,°1928) we

ly eradicate the howl,. it may be 
advisable to try lower impedance 
valves, given a smaller step-up, in
